“With such friends we face the 
future unafraid.” he added. 

Prime Minister W. L. Mackenzie 
King. introducing the President, 
promised that Canada and the 
United States would continue their 
wartime co-operation in the in- 
terests of maintaining world peace. 

Truman was interrupted 41 
times in his speech by applause 
which included loud desk-top 
banging, the parliamentary way of 
expressing approval. 

Loudest applause came when 
the President told the joint ses- 
Bion the United States intended 
“to support those who are de- 
termined to govern themselves in 
their own way, and who honor 
the right of others to do likewise.”

@n_ the Liberal side of the House, 
chorusing “Hear, Hear.”

Wear Says Calling of a 
Federal Grand Jury 
Must Await Completion 
of Inquiry.

KANSAS CITY, June 11—The 
Government, taking its first ma- 


jor step in federal investigation 
of the 1946 primary election here, 
will seek a court order to im- 
pound all records and ballots in 
the election, United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Sam M. Wear an- 
nounced today. 

The ianbudniing order will be 
requested today “to be on the 
safe side,” Wear said, adding that 
he desired to “take every precau- 
tion.” The election records, now 
stored in a Bank vault here, prob- 
ably will be impounded in the 
clerk’s office in the Federal. Build- 
ing, he stated. 

Asked if this would be a step 
preliminary to the calling of a 
federal grand jury, which is the 
only federal authority empowered 
to open ballot boxes, Wear replied 
there was no immediate prospect 
of such a development. This 
would have to awajt completion 
of the Department of Justice in-/ 
vestigation, which is still in its 
early stages, he aserted. 

Vault Unguarded. — 

Despite the brazen looting of a 
Jackson County. Courthouse - vault 
of ballots impounded as vital 
state’s evidence against alleged 
frauds in the 1946 primary, the 
vault remains unguarded, al- 
though it contains all of the bal- 
lots of the -general election as 
well as those of municipal and 
bond elections, the Post-Dispatch 
learned today. 

The Ptah conditions are vir- 
tually the same as when’ the biast- 
ing of the Board of Election Com- 
missioner’s vault, the night of 
May 27-28, caused national reper- 
cussions and resulted in wide- 
spread criticism of Attorney Gen- 
eral Tom C. Clark’s failure to or- 
der a full FBI investigation of 
early allegations of primary fraud 
until the safe was looted. 

Ludwick Graves, chairman of 
the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners, told the Post-Dispatch the 
vault was not now under special 
guard because the ballots it now 
contains are “not in controversy.”

Reply by Housing Agency. 

A National Housing Agency of- 
ficial said in reply that seven of 
the nine points of criticism raised 
by the report already had been 
answered at committee hearings, 
but the committee's statement, he 
declared, “does not indicate that 
the charges were answered.” 

“Both Commissioner Dillon 
Myer of FPHA and Administrator 
Raymond Foley of NHA, by letter 
and oral request at the hearings, 
several times asked the commit- 
tee for a copy of the report so 
that the charges could be investi- 
gated and answered.”

“No copy was ever made avail- 
able.” 

This official said some of the 
points covered matters “which 
FPHA itself had uncovered and 
corrected, while the others were 
entirely explainable and proper.”

24 BELGIAN PRO-NAZI REXISTS 
ARE CONDEMNED TO DEATH 


BRUSSELS, June 11 (AP) — 
Twenty-four memberg of the Bel- 
gian pro-Nazi Rexist movement 
were condemned to death by a 
Brussels mililtary court today. 

The men belonged to a special 
secret police of the Rexist party 
called “Brigade Z," which was re- 
sponsible for the arrest, the mur- 
der and the deportation of several 
Belgian patriots and underground

With this in mind, he said, he 
went to Berlin on a German pass- 
port in February 1941 and through 
German friends made arrange- 
ments to broadcast to America. 
“IT volunteered to speak for noth- 
ing, but they insisted I must be 
paid,” he said, 

The selection of the name “Paul 
Revere” was made to show the 
tone of his then anti-British 
broadcasts, he said. He broad- 
cast from April to September that 
year, he said, but encountered “a 
lack of co-operation” from the 
Germans. “I felt like an unde- 
sired stepchild,” he noted. The 
theme of his broadcasts to “my 
American public,” he said, was “to 
warn against the encroachment of 
British power, the rise of Bol- 
shevism and subversive influences 
within the United States.” 

“That it was an act.of disloyalty 
to my country did not occur to 
me,” he said. “I knew I would 
be making myself unpopular with 
the war makers and if the Demo- 
crats were still in power I would 
be persona non grata.” 

Chandler concluded: “I never 
attempted to advise or induce 
armed rebellion or insurrection 
against leaders in the United 
States ...I preached always ad- 
herence to the tenets of our 
founding fathers ...I am forced 
to admit that my activities were 
ill-advised and my connection with 
German propaganda based on po- 
litical thinking of an emotional 
nature ...

Members of the delegation were

Senator Kem, whose Senate res- 
olution of May 20 initiated the 
inquiry into Clark’s inaction, de- 
clined to comment on the meet- 
ing, as did other members of the 
delegation. 

Kem has under consideration 
proposing the appointment of a 
special prosecutor, as was done in 
the Teapot Dome Oil cases. Rep- 
esentative Bennett, (Rep.), is 
strongly in favor of this plan 
and has suggested that Maurice 
M. Milligan, who as district at- 
torney prosecuted the cases aris- 
ing from the 1936 Kansas City 
election, would be an excellent 
choice, 

Bennett and others who favor 
appointment of a special prosecu- 
tor feel that the support of the 
delegation would add strength to 
the proposal. No decision was 
made at the meeting yesterday. 
It was decided to await the out- 
come of the Senate's investiga- 
tion of the Justice Department’s 
activities. 

As it was discussed yesterday, a 
“fly in the ointment” of the. spe- 
cial prosecutor plan is the fact 
that the prosecutor would legally 
have to be appointed by President 
Truman or Attorney General 
Clark, with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate. 

Many Republicans think the 
President is too closely connected 
with the Kansas City primary to 
make an appointment that would 
result in a vigorous nonpartisan 
prosecution. Truman = indorsed 
the candidacy of Enos A. Axtell 
for the nomination for Fifth Dis- 
trict: Congressman and opposed 
Congressman. Roger C. Slaughter. 
With this indorsement, and the 
help of the Pendergast machine, 
Axtell defeated Slaughter and was 
in turn defeated by a Republican, 
Albert L. Reeves Jr,

Powers of Commission. 

In many instances almost echo- 
ing previous commitments of 10 
other nations to United States 
principles set forth in the com- 
mission report to which Russia 
failed to subscribe, Gromyko listed 
recommended powers of the pro- 
posed international control com- 
mission. 

It would have access to all atom- 
ic facilities, including mining, pro- 
duction and stockpiling and points 
of exploitation. It would have “ac- 
quaintance with production oper- 
ations to the extent necessary for 
control. Weighing, measurements 
and analysis of raw materials and 
unfinished products would be 
cnpervieed. 

When Alexandre Parodi of 
France raised the question as to 
whether the proposed commission 
would have to obtain the consent 
of individual governments in order 
to carry out its inspections, Gro- 
myko replied that the commission 
would “have access to any facill- 
ties for mining, productions and 
stockpiling.” 

It would have the right to ob- 
tain from any government facts 
and figures on atomic activities 
and, when desired, require satis- 
factory explanations of those ac- 
tivities, he said. Recommendations 
concerning uses of atomic energy 
could be handed to respective gov- 
ernments when indicated and the 
Security Council could be advised 
in the event of violations of terms 
of the treaty or convention. 

(The United Press said Gromyko 
apparently still reserved Russia’s 
right to keep the international 
agents out of Russia's non-atomic 
industrial projects.) 

On Scientific Research, 

In the field of scientific re- 
search, the Soviet Union plan ap- 
peared to present virtually iden- 
tical objectives as those set forth 
in the American-inspired Atomic 
Energy Commission report. 

Gromyko aserted that the Inter- 
national Control Commission must 
“have a possibility” of conducting 
research for determining peaceful 
uses of atom energy. 

“The carrying out of such ac- 

tivities will enable the commission 
to keep itself informed. on the 
latest achievements in this field, 
and to have its own skilled inter- 
national personnel,” he added. 
_ Research must comply with the 
agreement prohibiting atom arms, 
but nations may continue “unre- 
stricted scientific activities — di- 
rected toward discovery of meth- 
ods for peaceful purposes,” in the 
Russian view. 

The international atom author- 
ity described by Gromyko would 
have as one of the most impor- 
tant tasks, the responsibility for 
distributing information among 
nations and “to render necessary 
assistance, through advice” to 
various signers of the atomic 
treaty. 

Gromyko also stipulated that 
the “International Control] Com- 
mission must have at its disposal 
material facilities, including re- 
search laboratories and _ experi- 
mental installations,” another 
phase of world atom control 
deemed of major importance by 
the United States and supporting 
nations. 


Members of the commission 
listened in eager attentiveness to 
Gromyko’s deliberate, slowly spok- 
en words. When he concluded, the 
delegates, after long discussion 
paying tribute to far-reaching im- 
plications of the Soviet proposals, 
assigned the statement to the 
working committee for early con- 
sideration, in connection with 
Russian amendments now being 
debated. 


Austin’s Comment, 


The Soviet contribution was de- 
scribed as “positively encourag- 
ing” by Warren R. Austin, Ameri- 
can United Nations representative, 
in an interview after the session. 
He warned against over-optimism, 
but declared that a “positive ad- 


vance” had been made, in his 
hasty opinion, by the Russian 
move. : ' 


Austin, in the presence of Fred- 
erick H. Osborn, his deputy in the 
U.N. Atomic Energy Commission, 
told reporters that Soviet demand 
for conclusion of a treaty outlaw- 
ing atom weapons before control- 
ling atomic energy seemingly had 
been altered. 

Austin said his interpretation 
of Gromyko’s words was that So- 
viet insistence on first consider- 
ing abolishment of atom bombs 
had been expanded to permit 
simultaneous consideration 
of world control as proposed ‘bv 
the United States. He warned 
that future events might prove 
his surmise was incorrect, 

Another positive advance, Austin 
related, was found in the Russian 
recognition of principles relating 
to violations and evasions. Another 
hopeful view had been expressed 
in the Soviet exposition of inter- 
national scientific research, he 
said 

The American delegate was less 
encouraged, however, by implica- 
tions in the Russian document 
leading him to think that the 
Soviet Union still rejected prin- 
ciples endowing an international 
control agency with rights of 
ownership, management and su- 
pervision of all atom resources 
and production. 

He pointed out the Russian con- 
ceptions of contro] were based on 
supervision of national agencies 
by means of international inspec- 
tion, This system is opposed by 
the United States, and recently 
Osborn described it as “a fraud 


'on the peoples of the world.” 


‘There was room for consider- 
able optimism, Austin concluded, 
in the specific suggestions made 
by Gromyko as to the functions 
of the international agency, par- 
ticularly in reference to the Sov- 
let definitions of inspection. “On 
the whole,” Austin concluded, 
“they are very helpful.” . 


Austin departed from the pre- 
vious American position for yn- 
limited inspections by declaring 
that while the majority of the 
delegates have advocated unlim- 
ited inspection, “I have held that 
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is a fallacy, that no country, not 
even the United States, could sub- 
mit to unlimited inspections.”

The stage was 8.4 
feet above flood stage and within 
1.5 feet of the record set in 1944. 
The Jefferson City stage at 7 
a.m. was 27.4, Which is 3.4 feet 
above flood stage. It was expect- 
ed to go at. least a foot higher, 
with the crest to reach there some 
time tonight,

Col. J, L. Person, the depart- 
ment’s deputy director of civil 
works, told the committee these 
were all locally built levees, 

“We have not yet lost any fed- 
erally built levees,” he said. 

Flood damage to crops and com- 
munities in the area amounts to 
about $26,000,000, according to the 
War Department’s latest esti- 
mates, he said,

Yet the prestige of Uncle Sam uppers.

DELINQUENT TAXES 
POLLEGTED BY U.S 


Total for April and May 
Paid by Small Business 
Men and Farmers in 


This District, 


Deputy collectors of internal 
revenue, checking up income tax 
returns of small business men and 
farmers in the eastern Missouri 
district, collected $1,044,413 delin- 
quent income taxes in April and 
$1,194,174 in May, Collector James 
P, Finnegan reported here today. 
The May amount is a record for 
one month in this district. 

A force of 186 deputies has heel 
engaged in this work, in St. Louis 
and the 54 counties ‘of the dis- 
trict. The work ig still continu- 
ing. © 

For the western Missouri dis- 
trict, comprising 60 counties, only 
the April figures were at hand 
here. In that month 124 deputies, 
working out of the Kansas City 
office, collected $714,697 delin- 
quent taxes. 


bfrom his deputies. 


The Missouri drive for more 
complete income tax returns is 
part of a national effort, in which 
11,118 deputies ‘were engaged in 
April, and which resulted in the 
collection of $47,190,555 additional 
taxes. The work is continuing, 
and results for later months will 
be announced subsequently. 


Collector Finnegan said the bulk}. 


of the delinquent collections came 
from the smaller towns of the dis- 
trict. The additional collections 
in these towns have run as high 
as $50,000, he said. 

Deputies reported “fantastic” 
earnings by some small rural busi- 
ness concerns. Proprietors, they 
found, had failed to list all the re- 
quired items of profit. There were 
exceptions, business places which 
itemized their profits scrupulously, 
and whose returns helped to call 
attention to the deficiencies of the 
returns made by others, 

In St. Louis, deputies have 
worked on employes of businesses 
where the tipping system prevails, 
trying to get an adequate reckon-, 
ing of such receipts. Taverns, 
package liquor stores, groceries 
and confectionery stores have been 
among concerns which were 
“upped” on their income reports. 

Increased receipts, of farmers 
have placed many formerly ‘ex- 
empt heads of farm families in 
the paying list, Finnegan learned 
Instead of the 
shorter and simpler form 1040-F, 
farmers are now being required 
to Will out No. 1040, which makes 
@ more detailed presentation of 
farm income.

Depression Is a Hard Teacher 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Stupidity, greed, selfishness, the uni- 
versal desire to get much and give little 
in return, practiced on a national scale, 
are what bring on business depressions. 
Many earned more during the war than 
they ever dreamed of earning, and gave 
less in return. Habits thus formed are 
not easily broken. Only the shakedown 
of a mighty depression will bring the 
people to their senses, 

One of the relentless laws of economics 
is that if we are to have the good things 
of life we must work hard to get them. 
There must be a high degree of labor 
and managerial efficiency, High wages 
and salaries, excessive profits, are a 
mere delusion unless they are accom- 
panied by a corresponding high degree 
of productive efficiency. Without this, 
income increases merely bring higher 
living costs, and the worker is no better 
off than he was before. 

There is no easy road to’ Utopia. No 
form of legislation can bring or main- 
tain prosperity, No floor under wages 
can prevent a depression. Selling apples 


’ on the street, going on relief, millions 


of men out of employment, small profits 
or none at all, are not nice things to 
think about. But they have a iaudable 
purpose; that of shocking the people 
into a realization that every worker 
must be made worthy of his hire. [If 
his income is greater than it should be 
relative to his productive efficiency, he 
will be out of a job.. If and when he 
gets another it will be more in line with 
what he is able to produce. 

Now there are widespread indications 
that at prevaijing high prices purchas- 
ing power is wearing thin, 

A lumber producing firm in the north- 
west has laid off all its men because 
there is not sufficient demand for its 


product at present prices, Rather than ° 


cut prices it preferred to quit business. 
This is the general attitude of busi- 
ness throughout the country and starts 


-the ball rolling toward a depression. 


The United States Employment Serv- 
ice reports that unemployment is on the 
increase in 22 of the nation’s principal: 
market areas. The director said that 
half the 80 areas report declines in job 
opportunities mainly because of falling 
off in consumer demands due to high 
prices. 

These straws in the wind indicate that 
our economy has started to correct a 
situation that has been unhealthy for 
some time, that it looks with disfavor 


~on exploitation, that we have a lesson to 


learn that can only ‘come in a hard way. 

It is the nature of man that he must 
be castigated by the hardship, suffering 
and distress of a recession be- 
fore he will correct an excessive desire 
for high wages and high profits.

For these old ideas, this year and every year’s 
flood victims are indebted to pork-barrel-minded 
politicians in Congress and to the Army Engi- 
neers. It is these same elements that are try- 
ing to patch up the old ideas and keep the pork 
barrel going by means of the fake MVA, the 
Missouri Basin Interagency Committee. 

The levee system, which is failing in the pres- 
ent flood just as it fails in every flood, is a 
monument to the pork-barrel politicos and to the 
Army Engineers, who have been their compla- 
cent beneficiary. 

For the first 25 years of their flood-control 
work the Engineers relied almost entirely on 
levees, built by state levee districts or private 
associations, sometimes with Army financial aid. 
As they proved inadequate, they were built high- 
er and higher. In consequence, the narrowed 
channel silted, and floods became worse than 
when they had the deeper channel to run in. 

The pork-barrel brigade in Congress, and the 
Army, continued going around in this vicious 
circle until 1927, when an unusually disastrous 
flood in the Mississippi made it apparent to 
everybody, themselves included, that something 
better than the levee system alone would have to 
be found, 

The something better was first provided in the 
engineering works of the TVA‘*on the Tennessee 
River system. TVA didn’t wait to control floods 
‘after they had happened.’ It started before they 
occurred, and worked to prevent them. It didn’t 
use just one or two of the means of flood pre- 
vention; it used all of them in the book, 

‘Some of them, like erosion control and foresta- 
tion, were carried out for their own sakes too, 
but always with the purpose of contributing to 
flood control. As much potential flood water as 
possible was soaked into the land. Soil was kept 
from eroding into the streams and raising flood 
heights. Large reservoirs were built on the riv- 
ers tributary to the Tennessee, to catch and hold 
back potential flood waters from the main stream. 

The Army Engineers, after the big failure of 
1927, began thinking in terms of reservoirs, cut- 
offs and spillways to keep the volume of water 
within the limits that could be dealt with by the 
levees. The Pick Plan which the Army devised 
for the Missouri Valley makes use of reservoirs 
for flood control. So does the Reclamation Bu- 
reau's Sloan Plan, which has been merged with 
the Pick Plan. 

But in their eagerness to imitate TVA and 
thereby avert—they hope—an MVA, the Army 
Engineers have not been able to adopt the whole 
method. They are not authorized by Congress to 
go into erosion control and forestation for flood- 
control purposes, and furthermore their profes- 
sional prejudices are against attaching very much 
importance to such activities except, perhaps, as 
a political come-on. The Pick-Sloan Plan con- 
tains ample blank spaces for other agencies to 
fill in with programs in these fields if they like. 

The Interagency Committee includes the Soil 
Conservation Service and the Forest Service, 
through the Départment of Agriculture, one of 
five committee members, But these activities 

are the step-children of the Pick-Sloan Plan. The 
Army Engineers and the Reclamation Bureau 
are not bending every effort to make erosion 


- control and forestation major parts of the pro- 


gram, as important as flood control and irriga- 
tion, and in fact parts of the same problem. They 
are not bending every effort to see that these es- 
seritial parts of the program are adequately fi- 
nee, 6S : 

No, they are bending their. efforts for their 
own parts of the program and their own appro- 
priations, As long as partisans of fractional 
phases of the development are allowed to direct 
the whole development, that is the way it will 
be: Incomplete and lopsided. 

As the people of the Upper Mississippi and 
Missouri valleys see their farmlands, homes and 
communities wracked again by floods that could 
be prevented, they can take hope if they have 

* learned the lesson of these catastrophes. That 
lesson is that no more makeshifts are wanted, 
no more pork-barrels, no more part-way meas- 
ures. 

No flood control scheme is good enough un- 
less it is complete. To be that good, it will have 
to be modeled on TVA—not in part merely, as 
the Army proposes, but in full. It will have to. 
be administered by an agency big enough to use 
all the means in the book and to give them all 
their proper’ emphasis. . 

There is no such agency short of the proposed 
MVA.

Secretary Marshall Speaks Up 

Secretary Marshall's letter to Senator Van- 
denberg indorsing the principle of a United 
States of Europe is a distinct gain for a historic 
plan. Secretary Marshall favors the Fulbright- 
Thomas resolution with only the proviso that 
America is not attempting to impose anything 
on Europe. | 

America has no desire to impose anything, but 
it does have a definite and legitimate interest in 
promoting conditions under which the part of 
Europe still free, or potentially free, can fur- 
ther democracy. Therefore it becomes Ameri- 
ca not merely to go on record for a United 
States of Europe, but to give the plan strong 
political ‘and economic .support. 

Passive encouragement is not enough for coun- 
tries in which the Communists are the largest or 
one of the largest political parties. The anti- 
Communist coalitions need the articulate, sub- 
stantial assistance of America and Britain. 

A United States of Europe is the only plan 
which offers the democratic forces of Europe a 
program to offset the revolutionary drive of Com- 
munism. European federation, with Germany di- 
vided into several states, is the only basis 
which will permit German industry to be revived 
without Germany becoming a threat to European 
and world peace, European union is the only 
plan which offers the Continent a large free- 


trade area, with the standard of living its peo- 


ple have a right to expect in an age of mass 
production. | 

But time is of the essence: It is an asset 
which Russia uses to the utmost. Although Sec- 
retary Marshall's pronouncement yesterday is 
encouraging, it comes nearly three months after 
the Fulbright-Thomas resolution was introduced. 

Even now Senator Vandenberg has no idea when 
he will report the resolution out of his Foreign 
Relations Committee.

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The Public Service Arbitration 


The street car and bus operators’ union says 
the decision of the arbitration board awarding 
its members a net rise of 144% cents an hour 
is illegal, This is hard to follow. The meet- 
ing at which the decision was reached was duly 
called. The company ard the public member 
attended; the union member refused to attend; 
and the quorum handed down a decision which 
the union doesn’t like. ee 

Yet the decision is not wholly regular and does 
not carry the prestige which such a decision should 
carry. It is reasonably certain that the award 
does not represent what a properly functioning 
arbitration board would have granted, 

Before’the final meeting of the board Tuesday, 
both the union and the company members failed 
to show the spirit of give-and-take necessary to 
a succéssful arbitration, Neither showed a prop- 
er willingness to find a middle ground with the 
public member. The proceedings had lost stand- 
ing because the public member made two lot- 
tery-like proposals in a last desperate attempt to 
break the deadlock. 

The stipulations should have specified that, 
in the event of failure of the board to reach a 
majority decision, the public member should have 
the power to make a binding award. If this safe- 
guard had been written in, the whole deadlock 
would have been averted. The central fact is 
this: The award, although in the strict sense 
legal, is irregular and lacks the proper presump- 
tion of fairness. 

On 54 collateral issues the arbitration reached 
satisfactory decisions. These decisions should 
stand and the arbitration should be resumed on 
the fifty-fifth issue, that of ‘wages, with the pro- 
vision that if there is no. majority decision in a 
stipulated period, the public member of the 
board shall make the decision at whatever figure 
he deems fair between the proposals of the com- 
pany and the union. 

A new board should be appointed to act on 
the ample testimony already gathered. As far as 
this arbitration is concerned, the old board has 
failed and should be replaced, 
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France Takes Saarburg 

It has been announced by the French Govern- 
ment that the French-German boundary has been 
redrawn in the vicinity of the previously Ger- 
man city of Saarburg so that Saarburg and en- 
virons are now within the territory of France. 

At this time the transfer is pretty much aca- 
demic since the Saarburg area was in the French 
zone of occupation in Germany anyway. None- 
theless it is bad business and calculated to cause 
trouble later on when the Western Allies come 
to grips with Russia on boundary problems. 

Basically it does not matter whether the an- 
nexed territory is large or small, whether Rus- 
sia in effect transfers extensive German areas 
and populations to Poland or France takes a 
likely city or two when no one much is looking. 
The principle is the game.

Not entirely to blame is the speculating 
producer, It is human to get the most out 
of the land, financially speaking. Ironic, too, 
is behavior of a Government which Warns, 
on the one hand, of dusters, yet persists in 
courting the farm bloc with abnormal price 
supports, Praiseworthy is our effort to feed 
the world’s hungry.

Napoleon Without Fanfare 


THE PRIVATE LIFE OF NAPOLEON, by. Octave 
Aubry. Transieted from the French by Elizabeth 
Abbott, (J. 8. Lippincott Co., New York.) 
Sometimes commonly known facts ap- 

pear to improve with each new telling. This 

seems true of Aubry’s latest book on 

Napoigon. While there is nothing in this 

book that’s new, Aubry tells the known 

facts so well, and the translation from the 

French has been made so smoothly, that 

even the most critical scholar will find the 

repetition interesting. 

Almost all military and political events 
have been deleted from the book. A survey 
is made of Napoleon’s childhood days in 
Corsica, his student days at Brienne and 
Paris, his love affairs, marriage, deep af- 
fection for his mother, sisters and brothers; 
his home life and the society in which he 
moved, Aubry emphasizes the deep hostility 
of Napoleon’s relatives for Josephine and 
their great feeling of triumph when he 
divorced her and married Marie Louise. 
How these same relatives deserted him in 
exile is told with pathetic reality,

The book describes Napoleon as a person 

of well-rounded tastes, possessed of an un- 
ustally active and brilliant mind and an 
abounding supply of energy. Even the most 
casual reader of Napoleonic biography 
knows of his deep interest in history, gow 
ernment and mathematics. His devotion to 
literature, poetry and the theater are less 
well known. Most everyone knows of his 
love for Josephine and his affair with 
Marie Walewska and the son born of this 
liaison. His affairs with about 15 or ® 
other women are not so often described, 
His marriage to the Austrian princess and 
his great devotion to his son, the King of 
Rome, are fully described. 
. The book is interesting reading. Without 
the genius of his military strategy to divert 
from the story, Napoleon emerges as a 
warm human being with many of the likes 
and dislikes of most people of similar birth 
and socia] standing. In a very descriptive 
sentence Aubry summarized the verdict of 
his book as follows: 

“To us he (Napoleon) is @ man, & very 
great man, a being of flesh and blood, «@ 
sensitive soul with countless irregularities 
and shortcomings, hard, capricious and ex- 
cessively ambitious, but also energetic and 
generous, with a sense of justice and a 
passion for orderliness and work, with 
finally a superb confidence in the destiny

Czechs May Be Next. 


The putsch is as horrible as was 
Hitler's break-through. And it is 
far more dangerous, because more 
successful, than Hitler's prewar 
moves that got him only Austria 
and Czechoslovakia. 

Czechoslovakia will now be 
pushed upon by Hungarian Com- 
munists, hostile Slovaks, and Ger- 
man Communists. The Eastern 
bloc is moving faster than most 
people dreamed could happen. 
President Truman says it is an 
outrage and that he will take 
measures—perhaps bring the case 
before the United Nations. But, 
in Communist theory, possession 
is ten-tenths of the law. It is not 
the first cold-blooded breaking of 
the Yalta agreement. There was 
Poland. 

The economic situation of Eu- 
rope will be disastrously affected 
—and it is an odd time indeed to 
raise the sugar ration here, the 
country which is taking 70 per 
cent of surplus sugar! The coun- 
tries falling to Stalin's plot are 
Europe's bread and sugar basket 
and, as Secretary Marshall said at 
Cambridge, the division of labor 
is shattered. Presuming Eastern 
Europe bas agricultural surpluses 
under the Bolshevist regimes, 
which will be doubtful—for Com- 
munism does not enhance produc- 
tion but stifles it—those surpluses 
will be used for political barter. 


Admonition Not Enough. 


The first thing to realize is that 
what is left of Europe will not 
be saved by our present foreign 
policy. Secretary Marshall says 
the governments of Europe must 
get together and plan, but ad- 
monition will not be enough, The 
governments themselves are, to a 
large extent, hamstrung by inter- 
nal Communist opposition and are 
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¥ an economic planning and pur- 


operating by unstable majorities. 
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The anti-Communist parties every- 
where are divided and handi- 
capped by lack of funds, in com- 
parison to the Communists who 
command unlimited resources. 

The situation demands a great 
new European party—internation- 
al as Communism is—of revolu- 
tiohary elan, social, deeply rooted 
in the people, and grounded in 
Christian principles. This com- 
bination is the essence of the cre- 
atjve European spirit, and deci- 
sively and exclusively backed by 
United States and Great 
Britain.

MIRACLE OF FAT 


Speaking as Future Queen, 
Elizabeth Is, Heard by 
British Ministers. 


LONDON, June 11 (AP)—Prin- 
cess Elizabeth, speaking as a fu- 
ture queen in her longest address, 
said today the link between the 
British isles and the dominions “is 
stronger than it has ever been.” 

“Our commonwealth is not so 
much a single act of statecraft as 
| a miracle of faith,” she said. 

She spoke to a large audience of 
dignitaries after receiving the 
freedom of the City of London. 
The honor had been bestowed on 
only two other women, Florence 
Nightingale and the Baroness Bur- 
dett Coutts, 

Prime Minister Attlee, other 
cabinet members and national 
leaders cheered her several times 
during the speech. Attlee and the 


others listened intently as she 
spoke in a clear, unhesitating 
voice. The King and Queen did 


not accompany her. 

As if noting talk that Britain{ 
was a dying power, the 21-year-old 
princess declared: 

“Suffering as we still do from 
the wounds of war, we naturally 
incline to be a little introspective 
and unsettled. But to hear the 
praises of our land and our people 
‘sounded eo sincerely. and so con- 
‘Stantly as they are throughout 
ithe Commonwealth, to realize 
i'we are still looked up to and 
‘revered for our 
‘should indeed make us proud to 
possess ,and resolve to preserve 
the qualities which they admire.”

How Lawyer Reference Plan Works in Chicago 


Set Up for Persons’ in Moderate 
Financial Circumstances, It Keeps 
Them From Being Soaked by Shysters; 
500 Attorneys Are on Its Roster

CHICAGO, June 11. 
VERY day from nine to four 
E in a suite of offices in a Chi- 
cago Loop building, an ami- 
able, red-headed and quick-witted 
lawyer named Charles G. Lind 
listens to the legal troubles of 
thousands of people and hands out 
free advice with the patience of a 


saint and the wisdom of a Solo-- 


mon, " 

Lind is secretary of the Lawyer 
Reference Plan of the Chicago 
Bar Association. The LRP was 
started in 1940 by a group of pub- 
lic-spirited memibers' of the Chi- 
cago bar to help small-salaried 
folks who cah’t afford a family 
lawyer find the legal help they 
need, keep them - from being 
soaked unmercifully by shysters 
and‘to prove to the general pub- 
lic that the best way to avoid 
real legal trouble is to “see your 
lawyer first.” : f 

In its seven years of existence, 
the LRP has already furnished 
free services to more than 30,000 
Chicagoans. Business grows daily. 
Recently this reporter sat in 
Lind’s office on a day when he 
disposed of more than 100 cases. 

There was the good looking 
young blonde who needed advice 
because she and her mother were 
about. to be evicted from their 
partment. ... the G.I, just re- 
turned from German occupation 
forces whose wife was threaten- 
ing to sue for divorce. .... the 
che no woman who had fallen off 

street car....a young business 
man who wanted advice about 


’ trademarking a product he wanted 


to put on the,market. ...a man 
seeking advice for his sister-in- 
law whose husband had been 
killed in a-fall while employed as 
a window washer... ..a widowed 
mother whose children made her 
live in the attic while they oc- 
cupied the lower two floors of the 
house she owns... . “ 

“It has béen estimated that at 
least 100,000,000 Americans have 
no access to legal help,” Lind ex- 
plained between cases. ‘People in 
moderate circumstances are par- 
ticularly at sea when they need a 
lawyer. Wealthy folks have fam- 
ily lawyers and the poor have ac- 
cess to Free Legal Aid Societies. 
But when folks in moderate cir- 


cumstances need a lawyer about 
the only thing they can do is get 
the name of some attorney from a 
friend who's already had one or 
choose the name of a lawye 
random from the classified section 
of the telephone directory. Under 
such a haphazard system you can 
see what their chances are of com- 
ing up with a lawyer qualified to 
handle tkagir particular case.” 


On the roster of the Lawyer . 


Referenee Plan are more than 
500 Chicago lawyers, specialists in 
every field from admiralty law to 
workmen’s compensation. Lind 
listens to a case, then refers the 
person, if he really needs legal 
help, to a lawyer competent to 
handle chat particular case, 
ee eee 

Under the Lawyer Reference 
Plan you get an immediate ap- 
pointment with an LRP lawyer. 
There’s no waiting and worrying. 
After listening to your case, Lind 
takes up the telephone. If the 
first lawyer he calls isn’t in, he 
keeps calling those quelfied in 
the category into which your case 
falls, until he finds one that can 
see you at once. Armed with a 
little slip of paper that instructs 
you to pay the lawyer not. more 
than $3 for a half-hour consulta- 
tion, or more than $5 for a longer 
interview even if it™takes all day, 
you take off for the lawyer’, of- 
fice. If your legal problem isn’t 
ironed out in this first interview 
and you need additional services, 
you and the lawyer agree in ad- 
vance what the fina] bill for the 
whole case is to be. In case a dis- 
pute arises later and you think 
you've been overcharged, the Bar 
Association will look into the mat- 
ter for you ‘ree. 

Cases cover the widest possible 
range of difficulties. ; 

“Occasionally,” says Lind, “you 
get some pretty sad ones: Last 
week a man and wife who had 
beeh married 40 years came into 
the office; They had decided to 
get a divorce following an argu- 
ment about the insurance left by 
a son who had teen killed in this 
war,. The son left his $10,000 G.I. 
insurance to his mother and the 
father thought it should have been 
left to them jointly. I talked to 
them like a Dutch uncle. I told 
‘them .they didn’t need a lawyer, 
they needed to have their heads 
examined.” Imagine what that son 
would feel if he were alive to hear 
his mother and father bickering 
over his insurance. They went

away pretty shamefaced and 
haven’t been back.” 

Although only about one out of 
every four persons that come into 
Lind’s office is actually in need of 
a lawyer, he welcomes everyone. 


“I've seen too many people 
waiting to consult’a lawyer until 
their affairs are in a hopeless 
muddle,” says Lind, “For instance, 
the people who drive me crazy are 
the ones who barge in here in the 
afternoon and say they’re being 
sued in court. the next morning 
and want an attorney to repre- 
sent them right away. I tell them 
to go to court themselves and tell 
the judge they need a cotinuation 
to obtain counsel and then come 
back here and we'll get them a 
lawyer.” 

e ef: * 
CCASIONALLY a real nut 
wanders into Lind’s office. But 
with his usual good humor, he 

usually manages to send the guy 
away happy. For instance, not 
long ago a gent came in, popped 
one foot upon Lind’s desk and 
pointed to a shoelace. 

“Think I can patent that?” he 
“Mtsked. Lind examined the shoe- 
lace, It looked like any old shoe- 
lace to him and he said so. “But 
look at the way it’s laced,” ex- 
claimed the man, Lind looked 
again. The shoelace was laced 
from the top down instead of in 
the standard way from ‘the bot- 
tom up. . 


“How he ever got his shoes on 
and off was a mystery-to me,” 
laughs Lind, “but I convinced him 
it wasn’t a very patentable idea 
and he went away satisfied.” 


When the Lawyer Reference 
Plan was first discussed, there 
was considerable moaning among 


the older and more conservative 
members of the Chicago Bar Asso- 
ciation that it was the first step 
in socialized law practice. It was 
soon discovered that the plan had 
nothing to do with the private re- 
lationship between ‘client and law- 
yer, Other folks contended that 
the cheap $8 consultation fee 
would just encourage lawsuits, but 
Lind says that making it cheap 
and easy to consult a lawyer ac- 
tually reduces. litigation. In the 
early years of the plan, a much 
greater percentage of its callers 
had problems involving court ac- 
tion, Today as it is noised around 
that the plan wil] provide you 
with a lawyer for only $3, three- 
fourths of the clients who come 
into Lind’s office need only 
advice. 

“As word of the plan spreads 
people aze beginning to realize 
that the smart thing to do is to 
prevent legal troubles and not let 
them slide until things get into 
such a state that it takes a judge 
and a jury to untangle the mess,” 
says Lind, 

Of the 500-odd lawyers who 


handle cases for the LRP, a good 
percentage are veterans just re- 
turned from war. Lind and the 
committee of the plan have agreed 
that®these veterans receive two 
referrals for every case turned

The water that is 
retained in the trap acts as a 
seal in preventing these gases 
backing up from the sewer 
through the, pipes and out the 
drains. When the water in the 
trap disappears for any reason, 
the trap becomes ineffective and 
your troubles with sewer gas be- 
gin. Water in the trap of a fix- 
ture that is seldom used _ will 
evaporate in time, leaving the trap 
dry as a bone. 

It’s a good idea to pour water 
down the drain of an infrequent- 
ly used fixture to prevent this 
from happening. The water in 
the traps of some fixtures will be 
drained away’ by siphonage, A 
trap that goes dry for no appar- 
ent reason and will not retain 
water is in need of the services 
of a plumber. It should be. at- 
tended to immediately.

East, of 
course, grabbed the trick and 
promptly shifted to the club king. 
West signalled as high as he 
could with the five-spot and East 
continued with the ace and a 
small club. This gave the defend 
ers four tricks, and West, of 
course, had an absolutely sure 
trick in his guarded trump jack. 

The moment dummy appeared, 
South could see that he was fated 
to lose three club tricks and the 
spade ace, hence the only chance 
to make the contract was to find 
a position of trumps that would 
let him hold the defense to one 
trick. With all the bidding hav- 
ing emanated from East, it was 
virtually a sure thing that the 
spade ace was held by that player. 
If he had it only singly guarded, 
success was in plain sight! 

It was vital to have the first 
trump lead come from dummy 
toward the closed hand! If East 
put up the ace, South would, of 
course, find it easy to capture 
West’s jack-ten with the king and 
queen; but if East made the far 
better play of the spade five, de- 
clarer’s right line of play would 
be to win with the king, then to 
lead toward dummy and, regard- 
less of West's ten, to play the 
six-spot, not the queen! Since 
East’s ace would fall—as there 
was such a reasonable chance 
that it would—declarer would now 
be out of trouble.

RUSHING foods; as hard 
C cookies, peanut brittle or pep- 

permint candy can be a messy 
chore.’ To crush caokies, place 
them between two heavy sheets 
of waxed paper and roll with a 
rolling pin. Strong arms can 
crush peanut brittle this way, too, 
but those with moderate strength 


may be put through a food grind- 
er but s requires dishwashing. 
A simple method is to place candy 
between two layers of several 
thicknesses of waxed paper. Lay 
a heavy cloth like duck over the 
top, then use flat side of wooden 
mallet or hammer to crush candy. 
Shift candy around so that the 
strokes reduce the large pieces to 
desired size. Candy does not ad- 
here to paper as it does to cloth. 


Peanut Brittle Whip. 

One egg white (room tempera- 
ture), one-fourth cup powdered 
sugar, one cup whipping cream 
(very cold), one-half teaspoon va- 
nilla or sherry flavoring, four 
tablespoons crushed peanut brittle, 
16 ladyfingers or crisp sweet wa- 
fers, pinch salt.
